USSR: The latest sat- 

ellite 'photography shows 
that the Soviets have 
started dismantling 26 
additional older ICBM 
launchers-- 16 SS-7s and 
10 SS-8s. They now 
have 35 launchers fully 
dismantled and are in 
the process of disman- 
tling 44 others. By 
now the Soviets should 
have at least 51 launch- 
ers fully dismantled 
and work on 28 others 
in process. 


All 53 SS-7 1 aunchers--44 above- 
ground and 9 silos--where disman- 
tling activity had been previously 
noted were photographed between 
August 3 and September 6. In ad- 
dition, 136 of the remaining 137 
SS-7 launchers, all 19 SS-8 launch- 
ers, and two of the seven older 
H-II class submarines were photo- 
graphed. 

To be in accord with the disman- 
tling procedures of the Standing 
Consultative Commission, the So- 
viets should have had 51 launchers 
fully dismantled by about March 1. 
Only eight launchers met all of 
the criteria to be considered fully 
dismantled by that date, although 
43 others were partially dismantled. 

In early April the Soviets, after 
admitting they had failed to meet 
the schedule, stated that they 
would have all of the launchers 
dismantled by June 1. On that 
date they notified the US that all 
51 launchers were dismantled or 
destroyed in accordance with agreed 
procedures . 

On the basis of the latest photog- 
raphy, only 35 launchers can be 
considered fully dismantled. At 
launch sites containing 16 other 
launchers not all of the required 
procedures have been completed, but 
dismantling or destruction has prog- 
ressed to a point where the sites 
are unusable and could not be re- 
turned to operational service in 
substantially less time than would 
be required to construct a new 
launch facility. 

A total of 28 additional SS-7 and 
SS-8 launchers have been identified 
in the initial stages of disman- 
tling in the past two months. 
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This is the number required to com- 
pensate for the SLBM launchers on 
the new submarines that entered 
sea trials this summer. Sixteen 
of these should be fully dismantled 
in early October and the other 12 
by about December 1.

LEBANON: Arab mediators 

have proposed a meeting 
of Yasir Arafatj Leba- 
nese president-elect 
Sarkis 3 and Syrian 
Prime Minister Khulay- 
fawi in another attempt 
to implement the Damas- 
cus accord. 


The Damascus accord, concluded be- 
tween Syria and the Palestine 
Liberation Organization in late 
July, calls for a cease-fire, Pal- 
estinian adherence to the restric- 
tive Cairo accords, and the open- 
ing of roundtable negotiations un- 
der Sarkis. 

Christian leaders reportedly would 
favor such a gathering only if 
President Franjiyah were repre- 
sented. Sarkis apparently has in- 
dicated that he would not attend 
before his inauguration without 
Franjiyah's approval. 

Syrian President Asad has not yet 
commented on the proposal but pre- 25X1 
sumably he would welcome such a 
meeting.

This year's improved crop prospects 
reduce the Soviet need for imports 
of agricultural commodities, nota- 
bly grain, and will release for 
export greater quantities of other 
products--cotton , sugar, and vege- 
table oil. 

Unless there are quality problems 
with this year's grain crop--which 
we estimate will be 200 million 
metric tons--we expect the Soviets 
to hold grain purchases to about 
14 million tons. At current 
prices, purchases of this size 
would cost roughly between $2 and 
$2.5 billion compared with the al- 
most $4.5 billion worth of grain 
purchased last year.

Government Chief Torrijos has sev- 
eral options, including lowering 
some prices, pressing even harder 
for a resumption of treaty talks, 
and pushing for action at this 
year's UN General Assembly.
